SPEAKS WEDNESDAY 



Social Problems Club to Hear 
Ex-Member of German 
Reichstag 



PROMINENT DEBATER 
NEW VICE-PRESIDENT 



Miss Tony Sender, for 14 years a 
member of the German Reichstag, 
will address the Social Problems 
Club at 5 o'clock, Wednesday after 
noon in the Union Ballroom on the 
subject, "I am a Social Democrat. 
Miss Sender has come to Montreal 
to speak before the Jewish Adult 
Education Society at Shaar Hasho- 
mayim Synagogue, Westmount. 

One of the most active figures in 
European political life for many 
years, Miss Sender's viewpoint was 
such that she was forced to flee 
from Germany after the advent of 
Hitler. In the last legal election 
for the, German Reichstag, Miss 
Sender was elected to that body 
as a Social Democrat. She never 
took her seat, however, leaving the 
country soon after the election. 

She first gained prominence in 
1914, when she opposed the . Ger 
man invasion of Belgium. In 1915 
she was one of the leaders in the 
first International Anti-War Con- 
gress in Switzerland. In 1919 she 
was elected to the Reichstag, and 
was re-elected every year until 
1933.

(Sask.), .brother of John Cul- 
liton of the Department of Eco- 
nomics, McGill, was last week 
appointed to the Saskatchewan 
Cabinet. Mr. Culliton was sworn 
in as Provincial Secretary and 
Minister in charge of the Sas- 
katchewan Tax Commission, 
Bureau of Publications and De- 
partment of King's Printer. He 
is one of the youngest man to 
hold a portfolio in Saskatche- 
wan. 

First elected six years ago at 
the age of 26, 'Mr. Culliton was 
re-elected last year. Under the 
Saskatchewan* Election Act no 
by-elections are necessary in 
case of appointments to the 
Cabinet.

An open meeting, of the Canadian 
Youth Hostels Association was held

Julius Wahl, house parent of Am- 
erican Youth Hostel No. 1 at North- 
field, Mass., was guest speaker. 

"Hostels are a facility, not a pro- 
gramme. There is a spirit of hos- 
telling. What you get out of it, 
depends upon you." By enlarging 
upon these opening words, Mrs. 
Wahl related some of her experi- 
ences with visitors in her own 
hostel. One young lady, outfitted 
with golf clubs, tennis rackets, asd 
evening gowns, intended to spend 
the summer hostelling. In a short 
time, however, she felt the "swing" 
of the movement. By becoming 
useful in the kitchen, and by tell-, 
ing others what poor hostelers they 
were, she herself became a first 
class hosteler. 

Mhs. Wahl pointed out that inex- 
pensiveness and simplicity are 
characteristics of the movement. 
Its spartan simplicity fits in with 
New England Puritanism. (Mr. and 
Mrs. Wahl are' house parents of a 
hostel in Northfield, Mass.) Judging 
by hostelers' behavior and opinions 
in general, the functions of hos- 
telling are twofold: The movement

This idea was changed by the 
visiting Australian Debaters last month, 
when they said that McGill was the only 
Canadian College known generally through- 
out Australia and that its reputation was 
based on engineering achievement. They 
found this condition to prevail everywhere 
they travelled outside this country. There 
is ample justification for this statement 
because McGill has sent many men to the 
other continents of the world. 

The ties which bind these men to their 
Alma Mater are not strong and in the ma- 
jority of cases all track has been lost of 
these graduates. This state of affairs 
should be remedied and probably the solu- 
tion lies in the establishment of a McGill 
Engineering Union, based on the lines of 
a corporation, with its headquarters in 
Montreal. Then branch offices could be 
established throughout the world. 

This organization would comprise the 
largest firm of consulting Engineers in the 
World. With représentatives from every 
branch of technical knowledge, this corpor- 
ation could deal with any work, which it 
would be called on to perform. In this 
Way, graduates of the University would ob- 
tain more business and collect their fees 
more promptly. All finances would be 
handled by the main office, which would 
collect a percentage on all services render- 
ed. After a nominal period, the engineer's 
report would be available to other asso- 
ciates in the central library to be in Mont- 
real. It would be invaluable to other gradu- 
ates and the undergraduate students. In 
time this library would become the most 
complete in the world on general Engineer- 
ing work. This would act as an incentive 
v to new students to come to McGill Univer- 
sity. . 

An employment agency could also be 
set up with a special department to aid stu- 
dents. When employers realize that here is 
a company, which can supply any type of 
• engineer required on short notice, they will 
patronize it to the fullest. In this way 
students would be aided financially and 
would be given a wider opportunity. Prob- 
ably a selected number could be trained 
especially for executive positions in the 
company. Over a period of years the union

. would improve and show that its engineers 
did an efficient and practical job. Material 
advantages would accrue to everyone and 
the name of McGill would be enhanced. 

At regular periods, district conventions 
could be held for social and professional 
reasons. These gatherings would establish 
a closer relationship between graduate and 
the University, which needs strengthening 
materially. Then when a McGill Engineer 
spoke, he would have an enormous organi- 
zation behind him. A company of this 
sort could demand higher fees and better 
conditions for its members. 

Under this plan the average graduate 
would have more opportunities and would 
be saved much of the trouble of rustling 
for himself. The company would see that 
'lad better wages, better conditions and 
b frequent contacts with his fellow en- 
eers. The time to start is right now. 
us have an international union of Mc- 
Gill Engineers, ready to handle any job, 
time.

Walter 
Abel, as the special prosecutor, is 
commissioned to round up the gang- 
sters, which he does in a competent 
if not very exciting manner. George 
Brent plays the handsome and very 
stubborn truck driver who provides 
most of the excitement by refusing 
to take orders from the very typi- 
cal villain (Humphrey Bogart). This 
results in enough murders, explo- 
sions and breaking glass to give the 
authentic gangster atmosphere. As 
we expect, the law finally triumphs 
and the racketeer is sentenced to a 
mere sixty years. The'action is fast 
enough to maintain interest, but the 
picture is not very original or 
startling.

Into this background 
has been built the story of two men 
and a girl— the well-known triangle, 
As the story opens, Fred MacMur- 
ray, as Pat Falconer, and Ray Mil- 
land, as Scottie, are. two little boys 
watching Peggy Ranson's father, 
who, inspired by the Wright broth- 
ers' work, has just built his first 
flying machine. 

Ranson is killed when the plane 
crashes, and the two boys, together 
with Peggy, dedicate their lives to 
the development of aviation. 

Peggy marries Pat, an irrespon- 
sible daredevil, constantly leaving 
home for scenes of aerial warfare, 
prompted by an insatiable lust for 
wild flying and combat. Scottie re- 
mains behind, assuming the' respon- 
sibility of looking after Peggy while 
he continues with his brilliant de- 
signing of aeroplanes. 

Pat is finally killed in China on 
tiie eve of his announced homecom- 



ing and we are to assume that 
Scottie looks after Peggy ever after, 
wards. 

The picture is produced in Tech- 
nicolor, and some of the flying 
scenes are truly remarkable. Par- 
ticularly thrilling to those who love 
the roar of high-powered engines, 
and the amazing stunt flying of the 
World War era are the desperate 
dog-fights. Brilliantly painted planes 
against a background of blue sky 
and white, feathery clouds with 
yammering machineguns and flame- 
belching exhausts make this a beau- 
tiful picture. 

The plot is perhaps a trifle stereo- 
typed, but the photography is very 
good and the flying and stunting 
shots alone make the picture well 
worth the price of admission.

The steady goal-tending display 
of Warren Soper and the hard-driv- 
ing play of Ken Brands was ade- 
quate consolation for the evening. 
Soper was making his senior debut 
in goals and turned in a very credi- 
ble performance. Brands got his 
first big chance, of the season and 
the lanky defenceman came through 
in the third period with McGill's 
only counter. Coach Farquarson was 
forced to use his heavier men 
throughout the latter part of the 
game with the result that Ronny 
Perowne, Andy t Anton, Brands, 
Dunn, Owen, and O'Brien all saw 
considerable action. 

Frankie Leblanc, stick-handling 
wizard for the Senators, ran up his 
scoring average as he paced the 
attack with four goals and one as- 
sist. Leblanc opened the scoring 
at the seven minute mark of the 
first period, and two minutes later 
Wilkinson added another to com- 
plete the scoring for the session. 
Senators added three more in the 
second session, and after Brands 
scored McGill's lone goal, the Ot- 
tawa squad rapped home five more 
in the final. canto. 

Nine penalties were handed out 
by the referees with the McGill 
team drawing five: 'The hard play 
reached its climax late in the third 
session .when O'Brien' and Benson 
tangled and were waved off with 
majors. 

Although practically the entire 
team sported marks of the battle, 
the most serious casualty was Russ 
McConnell. The McGill captain 
came out of the fray with an in- 
jured ankle, which, however, is not 
expected to keep him on the side- 
lines.

tends to revive folk songs and folk 
dancing, and it tends to promote 
peace based on good-will inter- 
nationalism.

With proper supervision, we should 
be able to arrange for clean 
quarters." With these words, Mr.
